SANITARY  DISTRICTS. 

This  Sub-Committee  consists  of  those  gentlemen  co-operating  with  the  Ladies’  Branch. 


The  Committee,  in  presenting  to  the  subscribers  a  report  of  their 
proceedings  in  1892,  are  pleased  to  record  the  accomplishment  of 
much  useful  work  in  spite  of  the  very  limited  means  at  their 
disposal. 

For  several  years  the  Association  has  urged  the  discon-  Ardwick 

Cemetery, 

tinuance  of  the  use  of  Ardwick  Cemetery  as  a  burial  ground 
except  to  the  limited  extent  necessitated  by  the  use  of  family 
graves.  It  is  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  that  the  persistent 
efforts  of  the  Association,  at  first  independently,  and  during  the 
past  year  in  conjunction  with  the  Trustees  of  Nicholls  Hospital  and 
a  number  of  residents  in  the  neighbourhood,  have  at  last  resulted 
in  an  order  from  the  Home  Office  prohibiting  the  opening  of 
any  new  graves  after  the  31st  January,  1893.  A  copy  of  the  * 
last  memorial  of  the  Association  is  given  in  the  Appendix  (A). 

At  the  inquiry  held  by  an  Inspector  from  the  Home  Office 
immediately  after  the  presentation  of  the  Memorial,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  (Dr.  Tatham)  attended  and  strongly  supported 
the  views  of  the  Association,  a  service  of  which  the  Committee 
desire  to  record  their  appreciation.  It  may  be  added  that  the 
Association  had  aleady  secured  the  discontinuance  of  the 
practice  of  pit  burial  at  this  cemetery. 

Agreeably  with  an  arrangement  made  towards  the  close  of  Joint  Meeting 
1891,  quarterly  joint  meetings  of  the  Committees  of  this  Associa-  Health  society. 
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tion  and  tlie  Ladies’  Health  Society  have  been  held  as

Bowler  on  “The  Advantages  of  the  Dry  System,”  and 
by  Mr.  John  Newton,  C.E.,  on  “The  Advantages  of  the  Water 
Carriage  System.” 

Publications  The  PaPers  rea^  a^  ^ie  j0^  meetings  have  been  printed, 

and  in  the  case  of  the  last  the  discussion  also.  These 
publications  commence  a  “pamphlet  series”  distinct  from  the 
lectures  and  tracts.  In  addition  to  these  new  publications  the 
Committee  have  issued  a  tract  on  “The  Prevention  of  Con¬ 
sumption”  (Appendix  B),  of  which  a  large  number  have  been

As  an  essential  condition  for  successful  combat  with  Phthisis 
the  Committee  recommend  that  the  complaint  should  be 
included  by  the  Health  Authorities  in  the  Schedule  of  Infectious 
Diseases  for  Notification  adopted  by  them.  Memorials  have 
accordingly  been  presented  to  the  Manchester  Sanitary  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Salford  Health  Committee  on  the  subject.  (See 
Appendix  C.) 

The  Committee  regret  to  state  that  the  activity  of  the  Healthy 
Homes  Societies  has  been  greatly  hindered,  and  in  some  cases 
altogether  stopped,  for  want  of  the  very  small  amount  of  pecu¬ 
niary  support  needed  by  them.  An  effort  has  been  made  by  the 
Committee  to  ally  the  societies  with  the  parent  Association,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  some  workable  scheme  will  soon  be  produced 
which  will  resuscitate  and  keep  active  all  the  societies  that  have 
been  formed.  A  new  one  which  gives  exceptional  promise  of 
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stability  and  usefulness  lias  just  been  formed  for  Angel  Meadow 
and  district.

In  view  of  the  possible  spread  of  Cholera  on  the  appearance  Threatened 

Invasion 

of  some  cases  of  this  disease  at  the  ports,  the  Committee  held  a  cholera, 
special  meeting  and  passed  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
duly  forwarded  to  the  Sanitary  Committee:  “  That  this  Association 
cordially  approves  of  the  action  of  the  Corporation  in  entrusting  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  with  full  power  to  adopt  such  measures 
as  he  may  think  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the  citizens 
against  the  threatened  epidemic  of  Cholera,  and,  recognising

that  the  exigencies  of  the  case  are  best  met  by  such  a  course, 
the  Association  desires  to  express  its  readiness  to  co-operate  with 
the  'Medical  Officer  of  Health.” 

With  a  view  to  showing  at  a  glance  the  state  of  preparedness 
of  the  various  sanitary  authorities  around  Manchester  for  a 
visitation  of  Cholera,  a  return  similar  to  one  prepared  for  the 
Conference  on  Cholera  Precautions,  held  in  1886,  has  been  com¬ 
piled,  and  copies  will  soon  be  sent  to  all  the  authorities  who 
supplied  information.  (See  Appendix  D.) 

For  the  purpose  of  showing  how  Manchester  stands  in  respect 
of  hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  diseases  as  compared 
with  other  towns,  a  return  has  been  prepared.  From  the  copy  in 
the  Appendix  (E)  it  will  be  seen  that  the  proportion  of  beds  per 
10,000  inhabitants  in  those  towns  from  which  the  information 
permitting  of  the  calculation  has  been  obtained  is  as  follows  : —

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Smallpox  having  unfortunately  become  epidemic  in  Man-  smallpox 
Chester  towards  the  close  of  the  year,  the  Committee  deemed  it 
necessary  to  urge  upon  the  Sanitary  Committee  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion  the  prompt  provision  of  adequate  hospital  accommodation  for 
the  isolation  of  cases.  A  Memorial,  see  Appendix  (F),  was  sent 
to  the  Mayor,  and  the  reply,  received  after  a  short  interval,  stated 
that  the  Sanitary  Committee  were  then  taking  active  measures 
of  the  desired  character. 


At  the  request  of  the  Committee,  Dr.  Sidebotham,  who  is  a  Rivers 
member  of  the  Cheshire  County  Council,  prepared  for  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Committee  a  statement  showing  what 
had  been  done  up  to  date  by  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Lanca¬ 
shire  and  Cheshire  County  Councils  on  Rivers  Pollution  (for 
copy  see  Appendix  G). 

In  support  of  the  Church  of  England  Burial  Reform  Associa-  Burial  Reform, 
tion,  a  Memorial  was  sent  to  the  Prime  Minister  in  favour  of 
entrusting  to  the  Local  Government  Board  all  powers  for  the 
control  of  burial  grounds  now  divided  between  that  Department 
and  the  Home  Office  (Appendix  H).

early  in  the  year  was  considered  by  the  Committee,  and  certain  pro¬ 
visions  not  being  regarded  as  likely  to  secure  the  fullest  efficiency 
of  the  scheme  of  registration — which,  if  properly  carried  out, 
would  be  an  important  safeguard  of  the  public  health — the 
Committee  presented  a  petition  to  Parliament  (Appendix  K) 
embodying  their  objections  to  the  Bill,  which  was  ultimately

referred  to  a  Special  Committee.  A  large  mass  of  evidence  was 
taken,  and  it  is  hoped  that  when  the  Bill  re-appears  it  will  be 
in  'such  a  form  as  to  enable  the  Committee  to  give  it  their 
unconditional  support. 

The  Committee  had  this  subject  under  consideration,  and 
were  in  communication  about  it  with  Dr.  Cameron,  M.P.,  but  on 
finding  that  it  had  been  referred  by  the  House  of  Commons  to  a 
Departmental  Committee,  proceedings  were  suspended. 

A  proposal  to  provide  the  Association  with  a  magic  lantern 
to  illustrate  the  Health  Lectures  delivered  in  various  parts  of 
Manchester  and  Salford  could  not  be  entertained,  as  the  funds 
of  the  Association  would  not  bear  the  cost.  Some  one  who 
appreciates  the  value  of  this  branch  of  the  Association’s  work 
might  render  good  service  by  presenting  a  good  lantern,  either 
new  or  second-hand. 

The  Committee  again  appeal  for  more  pecuniary  support. 
Much  more  educational  work  might  be  done  by  means  of  the 
literature  of  the  Association  and  lectures  if  the  necessary  funds 
were  provided.  It  has  frequently  been  pointed  out  that  all  the 
best-meant  efforts  of  the  authorities  are  of  little  avail  if  the 
habits  of  the  people  are  not  brought  into  harmony  with  the  laws 
of  health.  The  visitors  of  the  Ladies’  Health  Society,  one  of 
the  allies  of  the  Association,  do  excellent  work  in  this  direction, 
but  they  need  the  authoritative  information  given  in  the 
tracts,  &c.,  supplied  by  the  parent  Society.  The  present 
funds  do  not  permit  of  free  distribution  of  the  publications,  and 
those  who  desire  to  help  in  minimising  sickness  and  mortality 
amongst  the  poor,  as  well  as  in  preventing  the  spread  of  infectious 
disease,  which  spares  no  class,  can  find  no  more  practical  way 
than  by  strengthening  the  financial  position  of  this  Association. 

The  following  table  giving  the  cases  of  infectious  diseases,  the 
occurrence  of  which  must  be  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  is  taken  from  the  quarterly  returns  issued  by  Dr. 
Tatliam.  These  interesting  reports  are  of  the  highest  importance, 
and  deserve  the  careful  study  of  all  who  are  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  the  people,  and  the  maintenance  of  the  public  health.

The  table,  which  is  as  little  cumbered  with  detail  as 
possible,  shows  at  a  glance  the  incidence  of  zymotic  disease 
in  the  city ;  but  in  instructiveness  it  is  not  to  be  compared  with 
the  more  extended  tables  which  indicate  the  district  and  the 
week  of  the  year  in  which  the  cases  occur. 

Taking  the  last  columns,  and  comparing  the  totals  for  1891 
with  those  of  1892,  it  will  be  noticed  that  there  is  a  large  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  smallpox,  which  spring  up  at  a  bound 
from  an  annual  total  of  two,  to  one  of  ninety-eight ;  and  an  increase 
of  about  thirty  per  cent  in  the  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever. 
In  most  instances  of  smallpox,  and  in  very  many  of  scarlet  fever, 
the  patients  are  removed  to  the  hospital  at  Monsall,  and  such 
an  increase  must  evidently  throw  a  strain  on  the  accommodation 
and  the  staff  of  the  establishment.  By  reference  to  the  table  on 
page  8  of  the  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  Manchester,  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  its  population,  is  by  no  means  so  well  supplied  with 
beds  for  the  accommodation  of  fever  patients,  as  are  several  of 
the  other  larger  towns.

Obituary. 


Turning  to  the  small  table  showing  the  number  of  Deaths 
from  the  three  zymotic  diseases  chiefly  affecting  children,  it  will 
be  noted  how  much  more  deadly  whooping  cough  and  measles 
are  in  their  effects  than  scarlet  fever,  and  a  suspicion  arises  that 
this  heavy  mortality  is  due  to  the  popular  notion  that  these  are 
slight  diseases,  which  may  be  neglected  and  allowed  to  run  their 
course  without  medical  advice,  and  often  without  treatment.  It 
points,  sadly  enough  too,  to  the  cheapness  of  child  life  ;  for  while 
we  have  the  whole  city  exerting  itself  to  cope  with  an  outbreak 
of  smallpox,  which  lias  an  annual  total  of  ninety-eight  cases,  and  a 
death  rate  expressed  in  units,  seven  hundred  children  may  die 
yearly  from  measles  and  whooping  cough  without  its  being 
thought  that  these  diseases  are  of  sufficient  importance  to  be 
placed  on  the  “  Schedule  of  Infectious  Diseases  to  be  Notified 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.” 

The  Committee  regret  to  have  to  record  the  resignation  by 
Dr.  Emrys  J ones  of  the  office  of  Honorary  Secretary,  which  he 
held  for  10  years.  During  that  period  he  has  rendered  most 
valuable  services,  both  as  secretary  and  lecturer,  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  desire  to  place  on  record  their  high  appreciation  of  his 
work  for  the  cause  of  sanitary  reform. 

During  the  past  year  two  of  the  earliest  and  most  ardent 
workers  for  the  Association  have  died,  viz.:  Mr.  John  Chadwick, 
one  of  the  original  members,  who  acted  as  Deputy-Treasurer  for 
several  years;  and  Dr.  Morgan,  who  for  a  considerable  period 
held  office  as  Hon.  Secretary,  and  contributed  valuable  reports 
on  the  health  of  Manchester  at  the  time  when  such  publications 
were  not  issued  by  the  Corporation.  It  is  fitting  that  honourable 
mention  of  both  gentlemen  should  be  made  in  this  report.

That  in  1887  they  called  your  attention  to  the  danger  which  in  their  opinion 
existed  from  the  continued  use  of  the  Ardwick  Cemetery,  Manchester,  as 
a  place  of  interment. 

That  since  then  a  Parliamentary  return,  obtained  by  Mr.  Byron  Reed, 
M.P.,  at  the  instance  of  the  Church  of  England  Burial  Reform  Association,  has 
been  published,  showing  the  extent  to  which  the  cemeteries  in  certain  large 
towns  have  been  used. 

That  just  before  the  publication  of  this  return  the  practice  of  pit  burial  was 
discontinued  at  the  Ardwick  Cemetery,  and  it  accordingly  figured  in  the 
document  as  a  comparatively  harmless  place. 

That  a  considerable  number  of  interments  yet  take  place  there  notwith¬ 
standing. 

c  o 

That  inasmuch  as  no  churchyards  in  Manchester,  except  two  or  three  in 
suburban  parts  of  this  city,  are  now  allowed  to  be  used  for  interments  except  in 
the  case  of  family  vaults,  which  need  to  be  re-opened  only  at  long  intervals, 
there  is  no  reason  why  the  proprietors  of  the  Ardwick  Cemetery,  which  is  not 
in  a  suburb,  but  in  a  densely-populated  part  of  the  city,  should  still  exercise 
the  right  of  selling  land  for  new  graves. 

That  the  continued  use  of  the  cemetery  is  felt  by  those  most  concerned — 
the  residents  in  its  neighbourhood,  and  particularly  by  the  Trustees  of  an 
important  Institution — the  Nicholls  Hospital  for  Boys — to  be  a  great  grievance. 

That  the  insignificant  interests  now  left  to  the  proprietors,  who  have  made 
very  large  profits  in  the  past,  ought  not  to  be  allowed  to  weigh  against  the 
dangers  to  the  public  health  arising  from  the  present  state  of  things. 

That  there  is  now  no  ground  for  the  argument  that  the  place  is  convenient 
for  the  poor.  Since  the  pit  burial  system  was  abolished  it  must  be  more 
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economical  to  inter  at  the  Southern  Cemetery,  or  the  Philips  Park  Cemetery, 
which  are  under  the  control  of  the  Corporation.  And  it  is  to  be  noted  that  the 
large  population  in  St.  Mark’s  and  Longsight  Wards,  for  which  Ardwick 
Cemetery  afforded  facilities  for  interments,  is  now  within  the  municipal 
boundaries,  and  consequently  exempted  from  the  extra  charges  which  are  justly 
imposed  upon  those  who  are  not  ratepayers  of  the  city  of  Manchester. 

Your  Memorialists,  for  the  reasons  named  and  others,  pray  that  you  will 

take  steps  to  prohibit  the  further  sale  of  land  for  new  graves  at  Ardwick 

Cemetery,  and  that  any  means  available  may  be  used  for  discouraging  the  use 
of  Ardwick  Cemetery  at  all  for  the  purposes  of  interment.

B.— NEW  TRACT. 

PREVENTION  OF  CONSUMPTION. 

It  is  now  well  known  that  Consumption  is  often  caused  by  the  breathing  of 
matter  coughed  up  by  consumptive  persons,  which  when  it  becomes  dry  is 
blown  about  in  the  air  as  dust.  This  dust  contains  the  poison  which  is  the 
active  cause  of  the  disease;  if  it  is  left  in  contact  with  any  filth,  or  floating 
about  in  foul  air,  it  is  dangerous  even  to  healthy  persons  ;  but  it  is  especially 
hurtful  to  those  with  weak  lungs,  though  the  danger  is  diminished  in  houses 
that  are  clean,  properly  drained,  and  well  ventilated. 

It  is  therefore  the  duty  of  all  persons  suffering  from  this  disease  to  take 
care  that  all  expectorated  matter  is  destroyed  at  once  and  not  allowed  to  get 
dry  and  powdery,  and  to  see  that  their  houses  are  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

To  ensure  this  being  done  the  following  rules  should  be  observed: 

1 .  All  matter  coughed  up  from  the  chest  should  either — • 

(a)  Be  spat  into  the  fire,  or 

( b )  Should  be  received  in  a  vessel  lined  in  such  a  way  with  a  piece  of 

paper  that  the  paper  and  its  contents  may  be  lifted  out  and 
burnt. 

2.  Rags  which  can  be  burnt  should  be  used  instead  of  pocket  handkerchiefs, 
and  if  a  pocket  handkerchief  is  used  it  should  be  well  boiled  before  the  matter 
upon  it  has  had  time  to  become  dry  and  powdery. 
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3.  The  rooms  and  furniture  used  by  persons  suffering  from  advanced  con¬ 
sumption  should  be  frequently  cleansed  by  washing  with  soap  and  water,  and 
should  also  from  time  to  time  be  thoroughly  disinfected.  All  unnecessary 
bedhangings  and  curtains  should  be  removed. 

4.  As  plenty  of  Fresh  Air  is  absolutely  necessary  to  persons  suffering  from 
or  threatened  by  Consumption,  their  houses  should  be  kept  clean,  and  thoroughly 
ventilated.  If  this  is  done  it  will  greatly  aid  in  the  cure  of  the  disease,  and 
there  will  be  little  or  no  danger  of  contagion. 

The  windows,  both  of  the  living  rooms  and  bedrooms,  should  be  kept  open 
more  or  less,  according  to  the  weather,  day  and  night,  although  direct  draughts 
should  be  avoided. 

If  the  clothing  and  bedding  are  sufficient,  mere  cold  need  not  be  feared ; 
but,  if  possible,  a  fire  should  be  kept  burning  in  the  room  to  ventilate  it. 

The  Chimney  should  never  be  Blocked  Up. 

5.  Consumptive  persons,  or  persons  threatened  with  consumption,  should 
spend  as  much  time  as  possible  in  the  open  air,  and  should  keep  away  from 
close  and  crowded  rooms,  whether  they  be  concert  halls,  meeting-houses, 
theatres,  public-houses  or  the  like. 


c.— NOTIFICATION  OF  PHTHISIS. 

To  THE  SANITARY  COMMITTEE  OF  THE  CORPORATION  OF  MANCHESTER. 

The  Memorial  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary  Association 

Respectfully  Sheweth, — That  owing  to  recent  advances  in  our  knowledge 
respecting  the  causes  of  Tuberculosis,  Phthisis  or  Consumption  must  now  be 
regarded  as  one  of  the  order  of  preventable  diseases. 

That  this  terrible  disease  now  carries  off  more  than  a  thousand  persons 
annually  in  Manchester  alone. 

That  under  certain  insanitary  conditions  dwellings  may  become  centres  of 
infection  for  this  disease. 

That  in  the  opinion  of  your  Memorialists  the  time  has  therefore  come  when 
all  intelligent  Sanitary  Authorities  ought  to  direct  special  efforts  towards 
prevention  of  the  disease. 

That  your  Memorialists  take  it  for  granted  that  ordinary  measures  are 
already  enforced,  such  as  compulsory  adequate  ventilation  of  workshops, 
especially  where  the  occupation  necessitates  the  creation  of  dust;  adequate 
provision  for  ventilation  in  all  dwellings,  and  the  prevention  of  overcrowding 
in  dwellings  and  works. 

That  your  Memorialists  recognise  the  excellent  work  you  are  doing  in  the 
removal  of  unhealthy  dwellings  and  the  erection  of  large  blocks  of  model 
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tenements ;  the  alteration  of  back-to-back  houses  and  opening  out  of  courts* 
&c.,  all  of  which  measures  must  tend  to  diminish  the  prevalence  of  Consumption. 

That  there  still  exists  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  by  manufactories  to  an 
unwarranted  extent,  and  the  effect  of  a  diminution  of  this  nuisance  by  more 
active  measures  against  offenders  would  powerfully  help  in  the  crusade  against 
Phthisis  and  have  a  most  salutary  effect  upon  the  public  health  generally. 

That  in  order  that  the  work  of  counteracting  the  causes  of  Phthisis  may  be 
systematised  and  definite  methods  of  a  practical  character  may  be  undertaken* 
it  is  essential  that  it  be  included  in  the  Schedule  of  Infectious  Diseases  for 
Notification. 

Your  Memorialists  pray  that  you  will  forthwith  commence  a  systematic 
effort  to  prevent  Phthisis,  and  to  this  end  that  you  will  arrange  for  the 
compulsory  notification  of  the  disease. 

And  your  Memorialists  will  ever  pray,  &c.

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F.— SMALLPOX  EPIDEMIC. 

To  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor  of  Manchester. 

The  Memorial  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary  Association 

Respectfully  Sheweth, — That  your  Memorialists,  being  specially  inte,- 
rested  in  the  health  of  Manchester,  are  much  concerned  at  the  serious  outbreak 
of  Smallpox  in  the  city. 

That  the  only  recognised  means  of  preventing  the  spread  of  this  loathsome 
complaint  are  those  of  protection  by  means  of  vaccination,  prompt  isolation  of 
cases  when  discovered,  and  efficient  disinfection  of  premises  from  which  the 
cases  are  removed. 

Your  Memorialists  are  convinced  that  all  these  means  are  as  fully  attended 
to  as  circumstances  permit  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  but  at  the  same 
time  your  Memorialists  have  to  express  with  great  regret  the  conviction  that 
the  hospital  accommodation  at  Monsall  is  quite  inadequate  in  view  of  the 
possibilities  with  which  the  Corporation  as  the  Sanitary  Authority  is  now 
confronted. 

Your  Memorialists  desire  to  urge  with  all  the  earnestness  which  so  serious 
a  crisis  demands  the  immediate  provision  of  ample  accommodation  to  meet  any 
probable  development  of  the  disease. 

That  in  case  of  the  erection  of  temporary  buildings  your  Memorialists' 
suggest  that  the  most  recent  scientific  methods  for  disinfecting  the  atmosphere 
of  the  wards  be  adopted. 

Your  Memorialists  also  respectfully  suggest  that  special  effort  be  made  to 
impress  upon  the  people  the  importance  of  vaccination  and  re- vaccination.  In 
this  work  your  Memorialists  will  gladly  co-operate  to  the  extent  of  their  means. 

Your  Memorialists  trust  that  your  Worship  will  bring  this  appeal  to  the 
notice  of  the  Sanitary  Committee,  and  use  your  influence  with  that  Department 
in  having  attention  paid  to  it.

G.— RIVERS  POLLUTION PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  JOINT 
COMMITTEES  OF  THE  LANCASHIRE  AND  CHESHIRE 
COUNTY  COUNCILS. 

Statement  by  Dr.  Sidebotham,  C.C. 

There  seems  no  doubt  that  the  Joint  Committee,  to  enforce  the  Provisions 
of  the  Rivers  Pollution  (Prevention)  Act,  1876,  in  relation  to  parts  of  the  Rivers 
Irwell  and  Mersey,  is  determined  to  cope  with  this  serious  evil. 
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Sewage. — From  a  report  presented  to  the  Committee  by  the  Chief  Inspector 
it  appeared  that  twenty-nine  local  authorities  had  works  already  in  operation, 
but  of  these  six  were  ineffective,  and  two  had  their  districts  only  partially  provided 
for ;  six  local  authorities  had  works  in  construction,  sixteen  had  schemes  in 
preparation,  whilst  twenty-three  had  no  scheme.  Those  authorities  with  works 
already  in  operation  were  requested  to  treat  their  sewage  continuously  day  and 
night,  so  as  to  effectually  prevent  it  polluting  the  rivers  and  streams  within 
their  districts. 

Rivers  Pollution. — Those  authorities  with  works  in  progress  or  schemes 
on  hand  were  requested  to  complete  their  works  with  as  little  delay  as  possible, 
whilst  a  written  notice  of  the  intention  of  the  Joint  Committee  to  take  pro¬ 
ceedings  against  them  for  an  offence  against  part  2  of  the  Act  was  served  on 
twenty-six  local  authorities.  Deputations  from  several  of  these  subsequently 
waited  upon  the  Committee,  and  extensions  of  time  of  about  three  months  were 
allowed  in  order  to  enable  them  to  acquire  land  and  formulate  a  scheme,  but  as 
no  reply  was  received  from  four  Local  Boards,  they  were  again  written  to,  and 
requested  to  satisfy  the  Committee  within  fourteen  days  that  they  were  taking 
steps  to  comply  with  the  Act,  in  order  to  avoid  legal  action  being  taken.  An 
information  was  laid  against  the  Bury  Corporation,  and  a  conviction  obtained, 
and  they  were  ordered  to  divert  their  sewage  from  the  Irwell  and  Roach  within 
twelve  months. 

Cinders  and  Refuse  Tipping. — This  has  decreased  in  most  districts,  the 
local  authorities  having  issued  notices,  and  been  more  stringent  in  their 
inspection.  Notice  has  had  to  be  served  in  several  cases,  but  the  nuisance  has 
been  abated  in  all  without  the  necessity  of  proceedings  being  taken. 

Manufacturing  Pollution. — It  appears  that  there  are  about  600  manu¬ 
facturers  on  the  watershed  who  pollute  the  river.  Sir  H.  E.  Roscoe  issued  a 
preliminary  report  on  this  subject  in  March  last,  and  expresses  the  opinion  that 
much  may  be  done  to  improve  the  condition  of  the  streams  without  interfering 
with  the  important  trades  of  the  district  or  harassing  manufacturers  in  carrying 
out  their  processes.

The  Memorial  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary  Association 

Respectfully  She weth,— That  your  Memorialists  are  a  body  consisting 
of  Medical  men,  Chemists,  Engineers,  Bankers,  Merchants,  associated  for  the 
purpose  of  promoting  the  interests  of  the  public  health. 

That  since  the  formation  of  the  Association,  forty  years  ago,  the  question 
of  disposal  of  the  dead  has  periodically  demanded  its  attention. 
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That  in  its  efforts  to  protect  the  public  health  against  the  dangers  of  over¬ 
crowding  of  burial  grounds  the  Association  has  noted  certain  disadvantages  of 
the  system  of  dividing  the  control  of  cemeteries  and  churchyards  between  the 
Local  Government  Board  and  the  Home  Office. 

Your  Memorialists  submit  that  the  duties  of  Inspectors  of  Burial  Grounds 
should  not  be  limited  to  seeing  that  general  regulations  are  complied  with,  but 
should  include  independent  scientific  reporting  as  to  the  danger  or  otherwise 
arising  from  any  special  conditions  to  which  their  attention  may  be  called,  or 
which  they  may  in  course  of  visitation  observe  themselves.  That  this  function 
seems  to  be  more  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  the  Local  Government 
Board  staff  than  that  of  the  Home  Office. 


Your  Memorialists  therefore  pray  that  you  will  cause  a  Bill  to  be  introduced 
in  the  next  Session  of  Parliament  transferring  to  the  Local  Government  Board 
those  powers  relating  to  burials  now  exercised  by  the  Home  Office.

The  Memorial  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary  Association 

Respectfully  Shewetii, — That  your  Memorialists  are  a  body  of  professional 
men  and  others  associated  for  the  past  forty  years  in  the  promotion  of  local 
sanitary  reform,  and  of  measures  for  the  advancement  of  the  public  health 
generally. 

That  this  Association  has  affiliated  to  it  a  group  of  kindred  societies,  viz. : 
The  Ladies’  Health  Society;  the  Noxious  Vapours  Abatement  Association;  the 
Committee  for  Securing  Open  Spaces  for  Recreation  ;  the  School  Children’s 
Cheap  Meals  Committee;  and  the  Children’s  Country  Holiday  Fund,  and  at 
different  times  other  societies  have  been  in  union  with  the  Association. 

That  during  their  long  and  varied  experience  your  Memorialists  have 
become  familiar  with  the  diverse  methods  of  administration  in  matters  relating 
to  the  public  health. 

That  in  the  opinion  of  your  Memorialists  the  health  of  the  people  is  of 
paramount  importance,  and  its  interests  demand  the  concentrated  attention  of 
a  minister  of  the  Crown,  especially  when  the  decentralisation  of  administration 
shall  be  further  extended. 
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Your  Memorialists  respectfully  submit  that  the  time  has  arrived  for 
enforcing  stricter  administration  of  the  law  in  many  matters  affecting  the 
public  health,  such  as  isolation  of  infectious  diseases,  the  smoke  nuisance,  the 
housing  of  the  poor,  disposal  of  the  dead,  &c.  The  central  Department  at 
present  charged  with  the  main  portion  of  the  work  of  controlling  sanitary 
administration  takes  no  initiative  in  the  effective  administration  of  the  law 
except  in  such  rare  instances  as  the  threatened  invasion  of  the  country  by 
epidemic  disease.  In  case  of  an  epidemic  occurring  the  Department  will 
spontaneously  inquire  into  its  origin,  otherwise  its  supervision  of  sanitary 
administration  must  be  invoked  by  aggrieved  persons.  The  system  of  control 
of  chemical  and  allied  works  (if  it  may  be  regarded  as  a  branch  of  the  Sanitary 
Service)  is  exceptional,  and  affords  an  illustration  of  the  advantages  of  control 
not  subject  to  local  influence  in  matters  affecting  health  and  property. 

Your  Memorialists  venture  to  urge  that  active  supervision  of  the  Sanitary 
Service  of  the  country  can  only  be  effected  satisfactorily  by  a  special  Health 
Department  controlled  by  a  minister. 

The  Home  Department  being  concerned  with  some  branches  of  administra¬ 
tion  of  a  sanitary  character,  e.c/.,  control  of  burial  grounds,  your  Memorialists 
deem  it  appropriate  to  approach  you  with  the  request  that  you  will  examine 
carefully  the  merits  of  the  proposal  now  made  with  a  view  to  taking  the  direction 
of  the  proceedings  necessary  to  effect  the  desired  reform,  an  achievement  which, 
in  the  opinion  of  your  Memorialists,  would  confer  immeasurable  blessings  upon 
the  country.

K.— REGISTRATION  OF  PLUMBERS. 

To  the  Honourable  the  Commons  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland  in  Parliament  assembled. 

The  Humble  Petition  of  the  Committee  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary 

Association 

Sheweth, — That  your  Petitioners  represent  a  body  of  Professional  men. 
Merchants,  and  others,  who  have  been  associated  for  forty  years  in  promoting 
the  interest  of  Public  Health  in  Manchester  and  Salford,  and  those  of  Sanitary 
Reform  generally. 
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That  they  have  observed  with  pleasure  the  introduction  to  your  Honourable 
House  of  a  Bill  for  the  Registration  of  Plumbers,  and  they  consider  that  such  a 
measure  is  urgently  needed. 

That  while  approving  of  the  general  aim  of  the  Plumbers’  Registration  Bill 
your  Petitioners  humbly  submit  that  certain  amendments  are  essential  to  render 
the  measure  effective.  Of  these  the  following  are  regarded  by  your  Petitioners 
as  most  important : — 

1.  Constitution  of  the  Central  General  Council.  In  the  interests  of  the 
movement  your  Petitioners  deem  it  of  vital  importance  that  the  principle  of 
representative  government  be  strictly  adhered’to,  that  is  to  say  that  the  Central 
Council  shall  consist  of  representatives  of  District  Councils  only.  The  Local 
Councils  have  each  an  equal  number  of  representatives  of  Master  Plumbers, 
Operatives,  and  the  public,  the  latter  section  being  most  appropriately  composed 
of  scientists  and  experts  such  as  the  Bill  proposes  to  appoint  from  outside. 
Many  of  those  proposed  by  the  Bill  have  not  necessarily  any  acquaintance  with 
plumbers’  work,  and  could  not  possibly  have  any  such  grasp  of  the  working  of 
the  organisation  as  a  seat  on  the  Council  should  require,  and  would  have  no 
direct  interest  in  attending  meetings  of  the  Central  Council,  whereas  those  who 
would  be  selected  from  the  District  Councils  engaged  in  working  the  movement 
would  have  a  direct  interest. 

2.  Discipline.  That  the  power  of  withdrawal  of  Certificates  should  extend 
to  cases  of  “scamped”  work,  which  endangers  health  or  is  a  fraud  upon  the 
person  who  has  to  pay  for  it. 

3.  Officials.  That  all  Officials  of  the  Central  Council  should  be  appointed 
by  that  body,  and  be  responsible  to  them  only. 

Your  Petitioners  humbly  pray  that  the  Amendments  suggested  be  embodied 
in  the  Plumbers’  Registration  Bill  before  it  is  passed  into  law.

RULES. 


Manchester  and  Salford  Sanitary  Association,  for  Diffusing  a 
Knowledge  and  Furthering  the  Observance  of  the  Laws  of 
Health  among  the  Inhabitants  of  the  City  and  Borough  and 
Neighbourhood. 


I. — Objects  of  the  Association. 

1.  To  promote  attention  to  Personal  and  Domestic  Cleanliness, 
Temperance,  and  the  Laws  of  Health  generally. 

2.  To  aid  the  constituted  authorities  in  the  promotion  of  Sanitary 
Improvement. 

II. — Means  to  be  Employed  for  these  Purposes. 

3.  Visitation  of  Districts  represented  to  the  Committee  as  requiring 
special  Sanitary  inquiry. 

4.  Familiar  and  well-illustrated  Lectures  given  in  Schoolrooms  or 
elsewhere. 

5.  The  distribution  of  short  Tracts,  written  in  plain  language,  to 
be  given  or  lent  to  the  poor  by  Ministers  of  Religion,  School  Teachers, 
and  the  various  Agents  of  Societies  employed  in  District  Visiting. 

6.  The  investigation  and  discussion  of  Sanitary  questions  and  the 
publication  of  papers. 
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III. — Government  of  the  Association. 

7.  The  Association  shall  be  under  the  government  of  a  Committee 
consisting  of  not  less  than  twelve  members  (exclusive  of  ex  officio 
members),  a  Treasurer  and  Deputy  Treasurer,  and  one  or  more 
Honorary  Secretaries.  The  Committee  to  appoint  a  Chairman,  and 
fill  up  vacancies  arising  during  the  year.  Any  person  to  be  added  to 
the  Committee  after  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  proposed  and  seconded 
by  members  of  it,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee,  the  election  to  be 
proceeded  with  at  the  next  ensuing  meeting,  in  the  circular  convening 
which  notice  of  the  intended  election  shall  be  given. 


IY. — Members  of  the  Association. 

8.  Subscribers  of  5s.  a  year  and  upwards,  and  Donors  of  £5  and 
upwards,  shall  be  members  of  the  Association. 

V. — Meeting  of  Members. 

9.  The  members  of  the  Association  shall  meet  annually  in  January, 
when  the  report  of  the  Committee  for  the  past  year  shall  be  read,  the 
Committee,  a  President,  Vice-Presidents,  and  Treasurer  elected.  The 
President,  Vice-Presidents,  and  Treasurers  to  be  ex  officio  Members  of 
the  Committee,  but  invited  to  meetings  only  after  special  resolution; 
ad  hoc.  A  draft  of  the  Annual  Report  shall  be  sent  to  every  Member 
of  the  Committee  three  clear  days  prior  to  their  meeting  for  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  such  Report. 

10.  The  Chairman  shall  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Association,;; 
on  a  requisition  stating  precisely  the  object  for  which  such  meeting  is 
called,  and  signed  by  five  members  of  the  Committee. 

11.  No  rule  shall  be  adopted  or  altered  except  at  a  meeting  specially 
called,  nor  without  fourteen  days’  previous  notice. 

VI. — The  Committee. 

12.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of— 1st,  Members  of  the  Medica 
Profession;  2-ndly,  Ministers  of  Religion;  and,  3rdly,  Persons  no 
belonging  to  either  profession. 
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13.  Hie  five  members  of  the  Committee  who  Lave  attended  tbe 
least  number  of  meetings  during  the  year  shall  annually  retire,  and  if 
less  than  twelve  remain,  others  be  elected  in  their  stead, 

14.  At  the  meetings  of  the  Committee,  three  members  shall  be  a 
quorum.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  the  senior  member  of 
Committee  present  shall  take  the  chair. 

15.  The  Committee  shall  nx  their  own  date  for  an  ordinary 
monthly  meeting. 

16.  At  Committee  meetings,  after  the  regular  business  is  disposed 
oi,  and  on  such  other  occasions  as  the  Committee  may  appoint,  when 
the  members  of  the  Association  shall  be  invited  to  be  present,  the 
reading  of  papers  and  practical  suggestions  on  various  sanitary  sub¬ 
jects  shall  be  encouraged. 

17.  When  tracts  and  reports  are  published  by  the  Committee,  the 
responsibility  of  wording  and  contents  shall  rest  with  the  authors, 
whose  names  shall  be  appended.

VII. — Sub-Committees.  ■  j 

18.  A  Finance  Committee  and  other  Sub-Committees  shall  be 
appointed  annually  by  the  Committee,  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the 
Association ;  the  Chairman  of  each  Sub-Committee  shall  be  required 
to  report  to  the  Committee  at  the  ordinary  meeting  in  every  month 
the  result  of  the  deliberations  of  the  Sub-Committee. 

19.  Inquiries  into  the  special  causes  of  unhealthiness  of  certain 
localities,  and  other  investigations,  shall  be  assigned  to  individual 

members  of  the  Committee,  or  to  Sub- Committees  appointed  for  the 
purpose. 

20.  The  reports  of  each  Sub- Committee  shall  be  drawn  up  bv 
their  Chairman,  or  any  other  member  selected  by  them,  and  shall  be 
presented  with  the  least  possible  delay. 

21.  The  Chairman  and  Honorary  Secretaries  are  ex  officio 
members,  and  are  regularly  to  be  apprised  of  the  meetings  of  all 
Sub-Committees. 
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VIII. — Secretary. 

22.  The  Committee  shall  appoint  and  pay  a  Secretary,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  m  regard  to 
Lectures  and  Eeturns,  convene  the  meetings,  take  and  insert  the 

minutes,  invoices,  inventory,  collect  the  subscriptions,  an  genera  y 

to  act  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee,  all  publications  authorised 
by  whom  shall  be  signed  u  By  order. 

IX. — Lectures,  Tracts,  &c. 

28.  All  lectures  shall  be  delivered  in  plain  language,  and  illus¬ 
trated,  if  possible,  by  specimens,  models,  or  drawings. 

24.  Opportunity  for  inquiry  and  conversation  shall  be  afforded 
after  each  Lecture. 

25.  Tracts  shall  not  exceed  eight  pages,  duodecimo;  they  shall  be 
written  in  plain  language,  and  as  much  as  possible  in  harmony  with 
the  Lectures  which  may  have  been  previously  delivered. 

26.  Short  illustrated  placards,  containing  useful  hints,  shall, 
where  permission  can  be  obtained,  be  hung  up  in  mills,  workshops, 
and  conspicuous  places.

EEPOET. 


Our  Working  Committee  is  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  year  just 
past  lias  been  a  progressive  and  interesting  one.  Three  new  districts 
have  been  undertaken  in  Manchester,  one  in  Angel  Meadow,  a  second 
in  St.  Clement’s,  London  Road,  and  the  third  in  Chorlton-on-Medlock. 
We  have  concentrated  our  efforts  in  the  most  densely-populated 
parts  of  the  city.  From  them,  should  our  means  increase  and 
opportunities  offer,  we  desire  to  spread  to  the  more  outlying  districts, 
which,  almost  as  much,  require  whatever  help  and  sympathy  we  or 
others  can  give. 

From  unavoidable  causes,  we  have  lost  the  valuable  services  of 
three  members  of  this  Committee.  Nine  other  ladies  have  meanwhile 
joined  us.  During  the  past  fourteen  or  fifteen  years  the  entire 
personnel  of  our  Health  Visitors  has  changed,  the  last  to  leave 
us  being  Miss  Rushworth,  who,  after  eleven  years  of  faithful  service 
in  Ancoats  and  six  previously  in  Eccles,  was  obliged,  through 
failing  health,  to  leave  Manchester.  But  whilst  through  life’s  vicissi¬ 
tudes  we  have  been  called  upon  to  part,  by  degrees,  with  so  many 
excellent  assistants,  we  have  reason  for  thankfulness  in  seeing  their 
places  filled  by  others  as  worthy  and  as  zealous. 

Our  relations  with  the  Health  Authorities  of  both  boroughs  have 
been  harmonious ;  our  close  co-operation  with  those  of  Manchester, 
which,  two  years  ago,  was  only  a  hopeful  experiment,  has  now  proved 
an  assured  success.  We  cannot  refrain  from  acknowledging  the 
invariable  support  and  courtesy  we  have  received  from  Dr.  Tatham. 
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From  his  quarterly  Health  Report,  ending  1st  October,  we  subjoin 
the  following  extract: —

Though  our  experience  is  far  from  leading  us  to  join  in  the  popular 
cry  against  women  of  their  ignorance  of  domestic  duties,  we  still  find 
numerous  homes  and  whole  districts  which  are  the  abode  of  dirt  and 
wretchedness,  and  the  inhabitants  of  which  seem  devoid  of  any  desire 
for  improvement.  To  influence  this  class  is  most  difficult,  and  it  is 
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only  by  patient  and  persevering  helpfulness  and  kindness  that  we  are 
able  to  make  any  impression.  We  have  also  against  us  the  evil  of  the 
grocers’  licenses.  They  offer  sad  temptation  to  poor  weak  women, 
who  cannot  enter  the  shop  at  the  corner,  to  buy  an  ounce  of  tea  or  a 
couple  of  pounds  of  potatoes,  without  being  greeted  by  the  treacherous 
odours  of  the  big  beer  jug  on  the  counter. 

We  beg  to  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  kindness  of  Miss  Cox, 
Miss  Arthur,  and  Miss  Harrison  in  giving  our  Health  Visitors  a  course 
of  instruction  in  homely  sick-nursing  and  first  aid  in  accidents  and 
illness.  Also  gifts  of  orders  for  the  Mayor’s  charities  in  Manchester 
and  Salford,  of  old  and  new  garments  for  the  aged,  the  very  young, 
and  the  sick,  of  hospitality  to  our  friends,  and  much  other  helpfulness 
and  interest  shewn  in  our  work. 

This  year  we  have  closed  with  a  much  smaller  sum  in  hand  than 
last  year — with  less,  indeed,  than  will  carry  us  on  to  our  annual  meeting. 
We  should  deeply  regret  having  to  relinquish  any  of  our  branches,  but 
it  will  be  impossible,  without  increased  subscriptions,  to  continue 
them  all.  Deaths  and  removals  have  taken  away  many  of  our  old 
supporters,  and  we  would  earnestly  appeal  to  those  of  our  members 
not  otherwise  engaged  in  the  active  work  of  the  Society  to  use  their 
best  endeavours  to  fill  up  the  gaps  in  our  subscription  list  which  are 
continuously  being  so  occasioned.

REPORT. 

In  the  last  Annual  Keport  the  Committee  gave  reasons  for  believing 
that  their  efforts  to  obtain  from  the  Manchester  Corporation  a  reduc¬ 
tion  in  the  price  of  gas  had  been  successful,  and  that  the  forthcoming 
estimates  of  the  Gas  Committee  would  be  based  upon  the  assumption  of 
a  reduction  being  authorised  by  the  Council.  The  anticipations  of  the 
Association  were  right  so  far  as  the  will  of  the  Gas  Committee  was  con¬ 
cerned,  inasmuch  as  that  department  of  the  Corporation,  in  response  to 
the  invitation  of  the  Council  to  report  on  the  desirability  of  lowering  the 
price,  recommended  a  reduction  of  8d.  per  1,000  cubic  feet.  The 
Council,  however,  declined  to  accept  the  recommendation  when 
made.  After  an  interval  of  some  months  your  Committee  deter¬ 
mined  to  again  approach  the  authorities  with  an  appeal  for  a  reduction 
of  price  for  gas  used  for  motive  power  and  heating  purposes.  A 
Memorial  to  be  presented  (see  Appendix  A)  was  printed  and  circulated, 
with  the  result  that  upwards  of  5,000  signatures  of  gas  consumers  and 
ratepayers  were  obtained.  It  is  hoped  that  the  presentation  of 
this  Memorial  will  have  the  result  of  obtaining  a  reduction  of  6d.  per 
1,000  cubic  feet  for  gas  used  for  purposes  other  than  illumination,  as 
that  concession  would  place  gas  in  successful  competition  with  steam 
for  motive  power  where  such  competition  is  possible,  and  thus  a  very 
powerful  factor  would  be  employed  in  reducing  the  volume  of  smoke 
discharged  into  the  air  in  the  city  and  neighbourhood. 

In  connection  with  this  matter  the  attention  of  the  Association  has 
been  directed  to  the  quality  of  Manchester  gas,  and  a  report  has  been 
prepared  for  the  Association  by  Mr.  Wm.  Thomson,  F.C.S.,  for  copy 
of  which  see  the  Appendix  (B).  Arrangements  have  been  made  for 
the  regular  publication  of  such  reports  with  a  view  to  ensuring  the 
supply  of  gas  equal,  as  regards  purity  and  illuminating  power,  to  that 
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supplied  at  equal  price  in  any  other  town.  The  importance  of  this 
will  be  appreciated  when  it  is  considered  what  damage  is  done  to 
upholstery,  decorations,  books,  &c.,  by  gas  overcharged  with  sulphur. 
To  complete  the  apparatus  necessary  for  making  tests  of  the  greatest 
possible  precision  a  special  fund  of  £60  is  required,  towards  which 
contributions  are  invited. 

During  the  year  the  Corporation  took  proceedings  against  a  chemical 
works  for  alleged  nuisance,  but  unfortunately  failed  to  establish  its 
case.  The  result  points  to  the  necessity  for  improved  legislation 
relating  to  such  works.  The  Committee  will  not  miss  any  opportunity 
of  promoting  such  legislation,  and  are  inclined  to  believe  that  this 
reform  will  not  be  long  delayed,  as  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Alkali 
Works  recognises  that  certain  modifications  of  the  Alkali,  &c.,  Works 
Regulation  Act,  which  has  been  in  force  since  1881,  are  now  necessary. 

On  the  approach  of  the  time  for  the  commencement  of  building 
operations  by  the  Unhealthy  Dwellings  Committee  of  the  Corporation, 
the  Association  presented  a  Memorial  in  favour  of  supplying  smoke¬ 
consuming  grates  for  the  new  dwellings  (Appendix  C).  It  is  under¬ 
stood  that  there  is  some  difficulty  in  complying  with  this  suggestion, 
but  your  Committee  are  not  without  hope  that  the  suggestion  may 
bear  fruit  hereafter. 

The  administration  of  the  law  relating  to  air  pollution  by  coal 
smoke  being  exceedingly  lax  in  this  district,  and  indeed  in  most  parts 
of  the  country  where  manufactories  exist,  the  Committee  have  deter¬ 
mined  to  try  for  the  appointment  of  a  Royal  or  Departmental  Com¬ 
mission  to  inquire  into  the  practicability  of  suppressing  the  smoke 
nuisance  without  injury  to  the  industries  of  the  country,  and  negotia¬ 
tions  are  on  foot  in  the  matter. 

Last  year  a  member  of  the  Committee  (Mr.  Thomson)  made  some 
analyses  of  Manchester  rain  water  for  the  Association,  but  the  results 
shown  were  not  conclusive  either  to  himself  or  the  Committee,  owing 
to  the  unskilled  way  in  which  the  samples  submitted  to  him  were  taken. 
During  the  past  year  Mr.  Thomson  has  arranged  for  samples  being 
taken  under  his  own  direction,  and  the  analyses  of  these,  accompanied 
by  some  comments  by  Dr.  Ransome,  were  published  by  the  Association. 
(See  Appendix  D.) 

In  effecting  such  a  reform  as  purification  of  the  atmosphere  in  a 
manufacturing  district  progress  must  of  a  necessity  be  slow,  but  the 
present  polluted  condition  of  the  air  here  and  in  other  places  similarly 
afflicted  being  one  of  the  great  initial  hindrances  to  many  sanitary 
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and  social  reforms,  the  aims  of  the  Association  are  worthy  of  all  the 
persevering  effort  that  can  be  bestowed  upon  them.  The  work  of  tire 
Association  in  the  past  has  effected  some  substantial  results.  Im¬ 
proved  legislation  relating  to  chemical  works  was  first  brought  about 
by  this  and  two  or  three  kindred  societies.  Smoke-preventing 
appliances  have  been  brought  into  more  general  use,  the  vigilance 
of  the  authorities  in  controlling  the  smoke  nuisance  has  been 
stimulated  and  prevented  from  relaxing,  public  opinion  has  been 
educated,  and  last,  though  not  least,  an  exhaustive  scientific 
inquiry  has  been  set  on  foot  which  will,  it  is  hoped,  solve 
the  problem  of  the  economical  and  smokeless  combustion  of  coal.  All 
this  effort  is  steadily  encompassing  a  result  which,  if  fully  attained, 
would  unquestionably  counteract  that  separation  of  the  classes  which 
is  productive  of  so  much  evil  in  large  towns,  by  rendering  residence  in 
town  attractive;  remove  some  of  the  most  fruitful  causes  of  intem¬ 
perance  ;  help  powerfully  the  cultivation  of  a  taste  for  beauty  in  all  the 
surroundings  of  the  people  ;  and  generally  facilitate  the  work  of  other 
agencies  for  the  amelioration  of  life  in  towns.  For  the  maintenance 
of  this  work  with  adequate  vigour,  a  modest  income  only  is  asked. 
For  £200  per  year  much  good  work  can  be  done.  Owing  to  deaths, 
removals,  &c.,  the  subscription  list  of  the  Association  has  fallen  con¬ 
siderably  below  the  half  of  that  sum.  The  Committee  hope  the  income 
asked  for  will  be  provided  in  response  to  this  appeal.

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APPENDIX. 


A.— CHEAP  GAS. 

To  the  Gas  Committee  of  the  Corporation  of  Manchester. 

The  Memorial  of  the  undersigned  Gas  Consumers  and  Ratepayers  of  the  City  of 

Manchester 

Respectfully  Sheweth,— That  your  Memorialists  have  observed  that  on 
the  motion  of  Councillor  Hutt  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  City  Council  you  were 
requested  to  consider  and  report  upon  the  advisability  of  reducing  the  price  of 
gas  used  for  purposes  other  than  illumination. 

Your  Memorialists  recognise  that  a  few  months  ago  in  accordance  with 
instructions  from  the  Council  you  recommended  a  general  reduction  of  3d.  per 
1,000  cubic  feet ;  and  they  regret  that  on  presentation  of  your  report  a  majority  of 
the  Council  deemed  it  consistent  and  right  to  disapprove  of  your  recommendation. 

Now  that  a  distinction  has  been  drawn  between  gas  for  Illuminating  on  the 
one  hand  and  for  Heating,  Cooking,  and  Power  on  the  other,  your  Memorialists 
desire  to  emphasise  the  fact  that  gas  will  not  successfully  compete  with  coal  at 
a  cost  greater  than  2s.  per  1,000  cubic  feet.  It  is  not  disputed  that  this  charge 
would  still  leave  a  profit,  and  your  Memorialists  trust  that  in  your  forthcoming 
report  you  will  recommend  a  reduction  of  at  least  6d.  per  1,000  cubic  feet  for 

the  following  reasons : — 

First. _ Because  it  is  desirable  to  encourage  a  greatly  increased  consumption 

of  gas  for  purposes  other  than  illumination  in  view  of  the  rapidly  extending  use 

of  the  Electric  Light. 

Second.  — Because  the  increased  use  of  gas  instead  of  coal  would  effect  a 
great  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  air  of  Manchester. 

Third  .—Because  the  present  excessive  price  of  gas  is  a  hardship  to  small 
tradesmen  who  use  gas  during  the  day,  in  their  work. 

Fourth.  — Because  it  is  unjust  to  all  large  consumers  of  gas  to  compel  them 
to  contribute  to  the  rates  more  than  their  proper  share  in  proportion  to  the  gas 

they  consume. 

It  is  suggested  that  as  a  test  of  the  possibilities  and  usefulness  of  such  a 
reduction  it  might  be  tried  for  a  period  of  say  three  years. 
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For  these  reasons  and  others  your  Memorialists  pray  that  you  will  strongly 
recommend  a  reduction  of  at  least  6d.  per  1,000  cubic  feet  for  purposes  other 
than  illumination.

To  give  some  idea  of  the  amount  of  sulphur  burned  along  with  Man¬ 
chester  gas,  it  might  be  advisable  to  put  it  into  a  popular  form : — 

Sulphur,  as  a  fine  powder,  is  sold  under  the  name  of  “Flowers  of  Sulphur.’ ’ 
If  you  take  43J  grains  of  sulphur  in  this  form  and  heap  it  up  on  a  penny  piece, 
it  will  cover  the  coin  and  heap  up  to  form  a  short  column  of  ^  an  inch  high, 
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whilst  10  grains  would  form  a  similar  column  on  a  shilling  piece  of  about  half 
that  weight.  If  43£  grains  of  sulphur  be  burned  within  a  few  minutes  in  a 
room,  the  smell  of  burning  sulphur  would  be  sufficient  to  produce  coughing. 

A  good-sized  burner  will  consume  say  five  cubic  feet  of  gas  per  hour;  four 
burners  in  a  room  burning  at  that  rate  would  consume  between  six  and  eleven 
o’clock  at  night  100  cubic  feet  of  gas,  and  during  that  time  43|  grains  of  sulphur 
(the  average  in  Manchester  gas  during  last  month)  would  be  burned  into 
sulphur  dioxide,  which  easily  takes  up  more  oxygen,  and  is  converted  into 
sulphuric  acid  (oil  of  vitriol);  thus  the  43|  grains  of  sulphur  would  become 
intimately  converted  into  132^  grains  of  oil  of  vitriol,  or  72  grains  measure 
equal  to  1£  teaspoonfuls,  some  of  which  would  become  deposited  on  the  leather 
bindings  of  books,  and  on  the  decorations  of  the  rooms  in  which  such  gas  is 
burned. 

It  would  be  very  desirable  to  remove  from  the  Manchester  gas  some  of  this 
sulphur.  The  cost  of  removal  cannot  be  serious,  as  the  Leeds  gas,  which  is 
supplied  at  about  two-thirds  the  price  of  Manchester  gas,  contains  not  more 
than  one-third  of  the  sulphur. 

In  London  the  maximum  amount  allowed  by  Act  of  Parliament  in  winter 
is  22  grains,  and  in  summer  17  grains,  and  the  average  amount  actually 
contained  in  the  gas  is  12  grains  per  100  cubic  feet.

C—  PREVENTION  OF  DOMESTIC  SMOKE. 

To  the  Unhealthy  Dwellings  Committee  of  the  Corporation  of 

Manchester. 

The  Memorial  of  the  Manchester  and  Salford  Noxious  Vapours  Abatement 

Association. 

Respectfully  Siieweth, — That  amongst  the  most  desirable  reforms  in  the 
interests  of  public  health,  and  for  the  purpose  of  making  residence  within  the 
city  more  popular,  is  purification  of  the  atmosphere. 

That  it  is  generally  recognised  that  the  smoke  from  domestic  fires  is  a  large 
factor  in  the  present  excessive  pollution  of  the  air  in  Manchester. 

That  as  a  practical  method  of  abating  this  source  of  nuisance  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  smoke-preventing  grates  as  extensively  as  possible  is  desirable. 
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That  the  public  naturally  look  to  the  constituted  authorities  responsible 
for  the  general  well-being  of  the  community  to  set  an  example  in  such  matters 
when  the  opportunity  for  doing  so  occurs. 

That  such  opportunity  is  afforded  by  the  erection  of  model  dwellings  about 
to  be  carried  out  by  you.  Your  Memorialists  would  suggest  that  a  careful 
inspection  of  grates  known  to  be  efficient  in  abating  smoke  should  be  made,  and 
that  those  which  show  the  best  results  as  smoke  preventers  should  be  used  in 
the  buildings. 

Your  Memorialists  believe  that  such  an  example  would  have  excellent 
results,  and  they  will  be  glad  to  co-operate,  if  desired,  with  the  Unhealthy 
Dwellings  Committee  in  selecting  grates. 

Your  Memorialists  trust  that  this  obvious  method  of  helping  to  solve  a 
difficult  problem  will  be  adopted.

D.— POLLUTION  OF  RAINFALL  IN  MANCHESTER. 

To  the  Secretary  of  the  Noxious  Vapours  Abatement  Association, 

44,  John  Dalton  Street,  Manchester. 

Sir, — Towards  the  end  of  last  year  I  made  an  experiment  on  behalf  of  the 
Association,  the  results  of  which  I  was  not  able  to  report  to  you  before  going 
abroad,  and  since  my  return  I  have  not  till  now  been  able  to  give  it  attention. 

I  placed  half-gallon  bottles,  into  the  necks  of  which  were  put  funnels  of  six 
inches  diameter  with  a  glass  ball  to  prevent  the  entrance  to  the  bottle  of  any 
particles  of  considerable  size  which  might  be  blown  into  the  funnels.  The 
bottles  thus  arranged  were  exposed  at  the  same  time  at  different  parts  of 
Manchester ;  some  of  them  were  accidentally  broken,  but  the  contents  of  four 
were  examined,  the  results  of  which  may  be  of  interest  to  your  Association. 
These  were  taken  from  (a)  the  corner  of  Mosley  Street  and  Princess  Street, 
(6)  Ancoats,  near  the  recreation  grounds,  Every  Street,  (c)  Cheetham  Hill,  near 
the  Manchester  Tram  Co.’s  stables,  and  (d)  Weaste,  near  to  Seedley  Station. 

I  might  remark  that  during  that  time  much  snow  fell ;  the  figures  obtained 
indicate  that  there  was  exactly  twice  the  amount  of  free  acid  in  the  rain-water 
from  Ancoats  of  that  found  in  the  rain-water  from  Mosley  Street,  whilst  free 
acid  was  absent  in  the  rain-waters  from  both  Cheetham  Hill  and  Weaste. 

It  is  remarkable,  however,  that  the  two  latter  contained  about  double  the

quantity  of  ammonia  found  in  the  first  two,  and  this  might  account  for  the 
absence  of  free  acid  in  the  two  last  mentioned ;  possibly  the  burning  of  the  coal 
in  household  fire-places  might  account  for  the  production  of  a  greater  quantity 
of  free  ammonia  per  lb.  of  coal  consumed  at  the  lower  temperatures,  which 
would  neutralise  any  free  acid  produced  at  the  same  time.  The  rain-water  thus 
taken  at  Cheetham  Hill  and  Weaste  would  have  no  noxious  influence  on 
vegetation,  whilst  that  from  Mosley  Street  and  Ancoats  would  be  injurious  to 
vegetable  life.

Dr.  Ransome,  F.R.S.,  makes  the  following  comments  on  the  above  figures  : — 

Although  they  are  few  in  number,  Mr.  W.  Thomson’s  observations  on  the 
composition  of  the  Rain  Water  collected  in  Manchester  and  its  immediate 
neighbourhood  are  both  interesting  and  important.  They  seem  to  show  that 
the  excess  of  free  acid  in  the  air  of  the  central  portions  of  the  town  may  become 
neutralised  by  ammonia  in  the  suburbs. 

These  analyses  are,  on  the  whole,  in  accordance  with  the  results  obtained 
by  the  late  Dr.  R.  Angus  Smith,  though  the  amount  of  free  acid  in  Ancoats  is 
decidedly  larger  than  it  appears  to  have  been  in  1869.  The  same  observation 
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applies  also  to  the  analyses  made  for  the  Town  Garden  Committee  of  the 
Manchester  Field  Naturalists’  Society,  and,  as  Mr.  Thomson  points  out,  his 
results  explain  why  the  air  in  the  centre  of  the  town  is  more  noxious  to  plant 
life  than  the  air  in  Cheetham  Hill  and  Weaste. 

t 

So  far  as  human  life  is  concerned  they  simply  confirm  the  observation  of 
others  upon  the  highly  polluted  condition  of  the  atmosphere.  They  leave 
untouched  the  results  obtained  by  Professor  Carnelly,  Mr.  Percy  Frankland, 
and  others,  upon  the  number  of  micro-organisms  in  the  air  of  crowded  and 
filth-sodden  buildings.  The  large  proportion  of  oxidisable  organic  matter 
found  by  Mr.  Thomson  in  the  rain  collected  in  Ancoats  merely  shows  that 
these  organisms  may  have  been  present  in  large  numbers.  And  taken  altogether 
the  facts  point  strongly  to  the  need  of  thorough  ventilation,  and  of  the  opening 
up  of  courts  and  alleys  and  blind  streets.  The  removal  of  the  air  sewage — as  it 
has  been  called — is  obviously  of  immense  importance  in  regard  to  the 
improvement  of  the  health  of  the  inhabitants.

COMMITTEE  FOR  SECURING 
OPEN  SPACES  FOR  RECREATION. 


REPORT. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  steady  work,  although  the  area  of  the 
Committee’s  operations  has  been  curtailed.  It  has  been  felt  that  its 
resources  must  be  used  so  as  to  secure  in  the  first  place  the  effective 
working  of  the  Procter  Gymnasium.  The  time  during  which  this 
Institution  will  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  is  limited,  and 
it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that,  before  it  is  passed  on  to  the  Cor¬ 
poration,  a  thoroughly  good  system  of  working  should  be  established. 

The  general  history  of  this  Gymnasium  during  the  past  twelve 
months  is  as  follows :  The  formal  opening  took  place  on  the  afternoon 
of  January  6th.  Lord  Egerton  kindly  consented  to  declare  the 
Building  open,  and  Mr.  Herbert  Gladstone,  M.P.,  attended  and  spoke 
as  representative  of  the  National  Physical  Recreation  Society.  There 
was  a  goodly  assemblage  of  members  of  the  Corporation,  magistrates, 
and  other  persons  interested  in  the  work.  An  assault-at-arms  took 
place  in  the  evening,  when  the  hall  was  crowded  with  persons  of  the 
'working  class  from  the  immediate  neighbourhood. 

The  enrolment  of  members  began  at  once,  and  the  figures  for  the 
year  stand  thus : — 

Total  number  of  members  admitted  . . .  660 

Of  these  are  Senior  members  .  292 

Junior  ,,  .  845 

Members  paying  for  special  privileges  ...  28 

The  Senior  members  pay  5s.  yearly,  and  are  entitled  to  all  the 
be  efits  of  the  club  on  Senior  nights. 

The  Junior  members,  paying  3s.  yearly,  are  only  entitled  to  the 
use  of  the  gymnasium  and  fives  courts  on  Junior  nights. 

The  members  who  pay  10s.  yearly  are  entitled  to  the  use  of  all  the 
rooms  whenever  the  building  is  open. 
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Twenty  members  of  the  Every  Street  Gymnasium  have  joined  the 
new  one,  and  in  spite  of  the  distance  attend  frequently. 

The  usual  assault-at-arms  for  the  opening  of  the  winter  season 
took  place  on  October  12th,  under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  Sharpies. 

A  class  for  girls  has  been  tried,  and  one  night  a  week  has  been 
assigned  for  them,  but  the  success  of  the  experiment  is  still  doubtful. 

Early  in  the  spring  an  offer  was  made  to  the  Manchester  School 
Board  to  grant  them  the  use  of  the  building  for  squads  of  children  from 
their  schools  in  the  neighbourhood.  Mr.  Wyatt,  clerk  to  the  School 
Board,  at  once  expressed  his  interest  in  the  scheme,  and  an  agreement 
was  made  for  a  certain  payment  to  remunerate  the  instructor,  and 
since  then  classes  of  children,  under  the  charge  of  teachers,  have  been 
sent  in  five  days  in  the  week  from  seventeen  boys’  schools  and  three 
girls’  schools.  So  far  this  arrangement  has  answered  well,  and  the 
adoption  of  measures  for  rendering  the  course  of  instruction  more 
complete  is  now  under  discussion. 

The  three  fives  courts  attached  to  the  gymnasium  are  much  used. 
The  baths,  too,  are  immensely  popular,  and  personal  cleanliness  is 
thus  taught  in  a  practical  way. 

What  are  called  the  Club  Rooms  consist  of  a  room  on  the  ground 
floor,  with  newspapers  and  games,  where  smoking  is  allowed,  and  of 
two  rooms  upstairs,  one  of  which  is  a  reading  and  chess  room,  whilst 
the  other  is  used  by  members  of  a  boxing  class,  who  pay  an  extra  fee 
for  instruction  in  the  art  of  self  defence. 

The  management  of  the  whole  place  is  in  the  hands  of  a  Sub¬ 
committee  consisting  of  five  members  of  the  General  Committee  and 
five  of  their  own  body  elected  by  the  members  of  the  gymnasium.  This 
Sub-committee  reports  monthly  to  the  General  Committee. 

The  premises  have  at  times  sustained  some  damage  from  stone - 
throwing,  but  precautions  have  been  taken.  One  offender  has  been 
punished,  and,  for  the  present  at  least,  the  mischief  has  ceased. 

The  Committee,  having  so  much  to  lay  out  in  connection  with  the 
Procter  Gymnasium,  has  had  to  curtail  expenses  elsewhere.  The 
Ardwick  Hall  Ground  has  been  given  up.  As  a  tennis  ground  it  was 
not  a  success,  and  the  use  of  it  for  children  was  too  limited  by 
restrictions  imposed  by  the  owner  to  make  its  maintenance  a  matter 
of  importance.  It  was  closed  in  April,  notice  having  been  previously 
given  to  the  Parks  Committee  in  the  hope  of  their  taking  some  action. 
A  Memorial,  well  signed,  from  residents  in  the  district,  has  lately  been 
presented  to  the  Parks  Committee,  praying  them  to  take  steps  to 
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re-open  the  place  as  a  playground,  and  it  seems  not  improbable  that 
this  movement  may  have  some  result. 

The  Every  Street  Playground  continues  to  be  much  frequented, 
and  a  skittle  alley  has  been  added  to  its  attractions  by  the  generous 
patron  of  the  ground,  Mr.  Francis  Greg.  Here,  too,  the  Open  Spaces 
Committee  has  had  to  curtail  its  expenditure,  and  but  for  the  liberality 
of  Mr.  Greg,  who  has,  since  August  last,  taken  charge  of  the  whole- 
place,  it  could  not  have  been  kept  open.  At  present  the  Committee 
makes  a  grant  to  Mr.  Greg  towards  the  expenses  of  the  work  carried 
on  there,  but  the  sum  does  little  more  than  cover  the  wages  of  the 
caretaker.  Mr.  Greg  has  continued  to  engage  a  band  on  Saturday 
afternoons,  when  the  gymnasium  is  opened,  and  dancing  is  allowed 
under  strict  regulations.  The  Chief  Constable,  in  answer  to  an  enquiry, 
states  that  “No  disorder  has  been  observed.  The  people  who  attend 
seem  orderly  and  respectable.” 

It  will  have  been  gathered  from  what  has  been  said  that  the 
finances  of  the  Committee  are  low.  The  annual  cost  of  the  Procter 
Gymnasium  is  not  less  than  £400,  and  there  are  besides  the  office 
expenses  and  the  annual  grant  of  £60  to  the  Every  Street  Playground 
to  be  provided  for. 

The  Committee  has  only  a  regular  subscription  list  of  £80,  and  the 
balance  of  former  donations  is  all  but  exhausted. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  statement  of  these  facts  will  induce  the  friends 
of  wholesome  physical  recreation  to  place  the  Committee  once  more  in 
a  condition  to  continue  its  work  effectively  till  the  time  has  arrived 
when  it  is  no  longer  needed.

New  Country  Committees  have  been  formed  at  Bramhall  and 
Poynton ;  forty  children  being  sent  to  the  former,  and  fifty-one  to  the 
latter  place. 
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The  Committee  have  received  from  parents  and  health-visitors 
many  assurances  of  the  great  benefit  the  children  derive  from  their 
visits  to  the  country.  To  many  little  ones  the  holiday  has  meant  the 
great  difference  between  growing  up  weak  and  ailing  and  growing  up 
strong  and  fit  for  work.  In  special  cases  the  same  child  has  been 
sent  away  for  two  successive  summers  in  order  to  ensure  a  permanent 
gain  in  health  and  strength. 

Another  interesting  feature  is  the  increased  interest  and  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  the  parents  in  the  work,  now  that  experience  has  proved  its 
value.  They  have  contributed  more  towards  the  expenses  during  the 
past  year  than  in  any  previous  year.  The  Committee  have  always 
kept  in  view  the  duty  of  encouraging  self-help  amongst  the  parents  by 
getting  them  to  contribute,  if  possible,  even  the  smallest  sums ;  and 
they  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  they  have  succeeded  in  this 
endeavour. 

Thanks  are  again  due  to  the  medical  men  who  have  examined  the 
children  and  given  the  certificates,  and  to  the  Manchester  Press  for 
notices  of  their  work.

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APPENDIX. 


EULES. 

1.  The  name  of  the  enterprise  shall  be  “The  Children’s  Holiday 
Fund.” 

2.  All  subscribers  to  the  Fund  shall  be  summoned  to  an  annual 
meeting,  when  the  Yearly  Report  and  Balance  Sheet  shall  be  presented, 
the  General  Committee  appointed,  and  other  business  transacted. 

3.  The  functions  of  the  General  Committee  shall  be  to  collect 
funds,  get  information  as  to  suitable  country  homes,  promote  the 
formation  of  Country  Committees,  make  arrangements  for  reduced 
railway  fares,  and  generally  to  carry  out  the  work. 

4.  The  children  to  be  assisted  shall  be — 

(а)  Resident  in  Manchester  or  Salford. 

(б)  Children  from  5  to  13  years  of  age  are  the  most  suitable. 

( c )  Preference  shall  be  given  to  children  of  feeble  health 

requiring  change  of  air,  but  none  shall  be  sent  who 
require  medical  or  surgical  treatment.  In  every  case 
inquiry  must  be  made  as  to  the  child’s  state  of  health, 
and  a  certificate  of  fitness  for  the  benefit  of  the  Fund 
and  of  freedom  from  any  infectious  disease  must  be 
obtained  from  a  medical  man  in  the  form  provided  by 
the  Committee. 

(d)  Parents  will  be  expected  as  far  as  possible  to  contribute 

towards  the  expenses,  but  no  child  will  be  rejected  on 
account  of  poverty. 

5.  The  General  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month 
during  the  summer,  and  oftener  if  required. 
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6.  A  Sub-Committee  shall  be  appointed,  to  consist  of  the  Chairman, 
Treasurer,  Honorary  Secretaries,  and  three  or  more  other  members  to 
be  elected  at  the  monthly  meeting,  and  this  Sub-Committee  shall  meet 
once  or  twice  a  week,  to  consider  applications. 

7.  Applications  on  behalf  of  children  shall  be  made  by  printed 
forms  to  be  obtained  from  the  Treasurer,  and  having  been  duly  filled 
and  signed,  they  shall  be  returned  to  him. 

8.  Care  shall  be  taken  that  the  children  go  away  clean  in  both 
their  person  and  clothing.  In  each  case  the  recommender  is  desired 
to  see  to  this. 

9.  A  change  of  underclothing  must  be  sent  as  good  as-  circum¬ 
stances  will  permit,  and  sound  boots  are  indispensable.  Bundles  or 
parcels,  not  boxes,  are  to  be  used  for  the  children’s  luggage. 

10.  In  the  working  of  Country  Committees  the  following  directions 
shall  be  observed : — 

(a)  Some  member  of  the  Committee  must  have  personal 

knowledge  of  the  cottagers  and  their  homes  in  order  to 
insure  their  being  suitable  persons  to  have  the  care  of 
children. 

( b )  The  weekly  payment,  as  fixed  by  the  General  Committee, 

shall  be  understood  to  cover  all  charges  for  board  and 
lodging. 

(r)  On  a  party  of  children  arriving,  the  sender  should  be  at 
once  informed  of  their  safe  arrival  by  telegram  or  letter, 
and  each  child  should  be  encouraged  to  write  to  its 
parents  or  friends  by  the  next  post. 

( d )  The  General  Committee  wish  it  to  be  understood  that  the 

children  sent  away  by  them  for  their  holiday  must  not 
be  visited  by  their  friends,  without  having  previously 
obtained  permission  from  the  office.  The  violation  of 
this  rule  will  involve  the  forfeiture  of  the  holiday. 

(e)  The  children  being,  for  the  most  part,  in  feeble  health, 

care  should  be  taken  that  they  have  some  food  shortly 
after  reaching  the  country  station. 

(/)  Should  a  child  arrive  unclean  in  person,  complaint  should 
be  at  once  made  to  the  office.  If  necessary,  the  child 
should  be  returned  home. 
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(g)  Should  a  child  be  attacked  by  an  infectious  disease,  the 

Health  Officer,  or  Relieving  Officer  of  the  district,  should 
be  immediately  informed  of  it,  so  that  the  child  may  be 
removed  at  once  to  a  suitable  hospital  without  the  delay 
of  corresponding  with  the  General  Committee,  who 
should,  however,  as  soon  as  possible,  have  information 
of  the  fact. 

(h)  The  Country  Committees  shall  communicate  with  and  be 

responsible  to  the  General  Committee,  and  not  to  the 
parents  of  the  children. 

(i)  All  accounts  and  financial  statements  shall  be  sent  to  the 

Treasurer. 

(j)  The  children  should  return  in  parties  exactly  three  weeks 

after  their  arrival,  their  friends  having  been  previously 
requested  by  the  Country  Committees  to  see  to  their 
being  met  at  the  station.

CHEAP  MEALS  COMMITTEE. 


REPORT. 

In  1892  the  Committee  only  opened  three  kitchens,  viz.,  at  Douglas 
Green  and  John  Street  Hall  in  Pendleton,  and  at  St.  Joseph’s,  Goulden 
Street,  Ancoats,  former  experience  having  shown  that  sufficient  numbers 
of  children  attended  at  those  places  to  permit  of  the  supply  of  meals 
economically.  Operations  were  commenced  rather  later,  however,  than 
in  the  previous  winters  of  the  Committee’s  existence,  and  consequently 
the  smallest  amount  of  work  yet  done  in  one  season  has  to  be  recorded. 
As  explained  in  previous  reports  the  limitation  of  the  Committee’s 
work  is  the  result  of  the  action  of  the  Manchester  School  Board  in 
continuing  to  provide  free  meals  for  the  poorer  children  in  their 
schools.  There  are  not  sufficient  very  poor  children  attending  denomi¬ 
national  schools  in  any  district  of  convenient  area  (except  one)  to 
reduce  the  cost  per  head  to  the  figure  allowed  by  the  Committee,  but 
the  number  of  such  children  in  the  aggregate  is  very  large,  and  they 
have  unnecessarily  to  suffer  the  loss  of  the  great  boon  of  a  warm  and 
nourishing  midday  meal  on  cold  winter  days. 

It  was  the  intention  of  the  Committee  to  dissolve  the  Society  this 
winter  on  the  resumption  of  this  work  by  the  Meals  Committee  of  the 
School  Board,  but  urgent  representations  having  been  made  that 
exceptional  distress  prevailed  in  the  districts  where  kitchens  were  open  s 
last  year,  it  was  decided  to  carry  on  the  work  there  for  another  season.
